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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Olson does not teach or 
suggest a flexible container having a restraining member and at least two closure lines extending essentially from a top of the container 
to the bottom of the container, wherein the restraining member maintains a substantially fluid tight separation of a first and second 
compartment until a predetermined pressure is achieved in the first compartment. 

However, Examiner maintains that the rejection is proper and the claimed structural limitations are shown by Olson Figs. 6c-6d and 9a- 
9f, since Olson teaches a flexible container having a restraining member 45 and at least two closure lines 20 extending essentially from a 
top of the container to the bottom, wherein the restraining member maintains a substantially fluid tight separation of a first and second 
compartment as shown in col. 4; lines 65-67 and col. 5; lines 49-52. 
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
